REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
A review of applicants' argument in amendment filed on June 17, 2005 and a review of 
the instant amended claims has convinced the examiner that the claims are allowable 
over the applied prior art of record. The prior art fails to teach or suggest a curl resistant 
single substrate label sheet comprising at least one body portion, at least one label 
portion and at least one release liner, all made of the same material; the sheet includes 
at least one score line provided across the grain of the sheet substrate and extending 
from the bottom edge into at least one body portion by a length of less than 50% of the 
left side of the sheet; the score line compresses the grain to increase the rigidity and 
curl resistance of the sheet. Also, no evidentiary support could be provided to support 
the position that the instant claimed invention would have been obvious over the prior 
art of record.
